A dispatch from Berlin, received

sians lost 149 men, and then adds: 
It has been ascertained that three 
hundred Russians were buried at Me- 
mel. 
.At. Memel and ''-Polangen'-505- 
Russians were 
captured, including 
three officers and 430 men, who were 
transported by way of Tilsit. Some 
of the Russians still at Memel are 
being used as laborers. Others are in 
the hospital there." 


Fighting More Violent, 
Vienna, via London , and Amster-

"The increased violence to be ob- 
served in the fighting in the Carpa- 
thians is coincident with the advent 
of fine weather. From both slopes of 
the Ondawa valley to a point near the 
uzok pass, tremendous fighting is go- 
ing on.

Customs Collector States That Intern- 


ment of German Cruiser Has 


Not Been Considered.

Newport News, April 7.—"We are 
not eve nthinking about internment 
of the Prinz Eitel Friederick now," 
declared Customs Collector Hamilton 
today, after he had waited expectant- 
ly throughout the night for the Ger- 
man cruiser to leave this port. 
As 
the collector spoke he was preparing 
again to visit the ship on orders from 
Washington, although he bade fare- 
well to Commander Thierechens and 
members of -staff' last-night.- - •-.-.— .• -.-, 
This declaration that the govern- 
ment was not at this time concerning 
itself of the matter of internment of 
the Prinz Eitel was the first authori- 
tative admission concerning the mys- 
terious negotiations relati"" to the 
ship in many days. Internment, the 
collector said, would be a simple pro- 
cess when occasion arises. 
One indication that the Eitel had 
not been interned early today was the 
continuation of the ban on departure 
of merchant ships of the allies. 
Customs officials here and at Nor- 
folk were appealed to. British ships 
asking for permission to leave were 
told they could not leave port until 
further notice and no assurance was 
given as to when they might sail. 
Local business 
organizations are 
asking for some definite move, main- 
taining the situation -is injurious to 
business of the port.

and 
men of the Eitel have not had shore 
leave today.

CONSOLIDATION BILL 
UP FOR HEARING IN 


ASSEMBLY THURSDAY 


Measure Seek* to Connect Various 


State Departments into Public 


Welfare Commission. 


Madison, Wis., 
April 7;—The ' big 
consolidation bill 
of the legislature 
has: been. slated 
for ' hearing next 
Thursday by the assembly committee 
on state affairs. 
This 
bill seeks to 
consolidate the state board of con- 
trol, the dairy and food'department, 
the board of health, the inspector of 
illuminating oils and the state treas- 
ury agent's office under the direction 
of a single commission. This commis- 
sion shall be known legally as the 
public welfare commission and will 
consist of five members, appointed for 
a term tot six years at a salary of 
$4,000. The terms of the appointees 
shall be so arranged that one term 
will expire every year. It Is this de- 
partment that is given the complete 
charge of all the inspectional service 
of the state. Gov. Phtlipp declares 
that it this bill is enacted Into law 
the state will have far better Inspec- 
tion service at nearly one-half the 
present cost of the present state.in- 
spection service. 
All state fair bills will be up for 
further hearing next Tuesday before 
the assembly committee on agriciil-1 
ture. This hearing will 
include the \ 
Bradley bill to abolish the 
present 
state board of agriculture and the 
Dill submitted by the special legisla- 
tive investigating 
committee to con- 
solidate four departments dealing df- '• 
rectly with agricultural subjects.

•Wednesday the committee on educa-1 
tion will consider tlie Whltcomb bill \ 
to abolish the present student court 
at the university and on Thursday, \ 
April 15', there will be a hearing on ' 
the Bllingson bill to repeal the pres- 
ent mill tax law for the support of 
the university and substitute direct 
appropriations. The Hart, Weber and 
Ballarcl bills to correct the evil of 
fraudulently 
advertising £or men, 
without notifying them that a strike 
is in progress, will be heard by the as- 
sembly judiciary committe one week 
from- today.

Berlin, April 7.—The German ad- 
miralty has 
given out 
an 
official 
statement in which the loss of the 
submarine 
U-29 is accepted. 
The 
text of the communication follows: 
"The submarine U-29 has 
not re- 
turned from its last cruise. 
Accord- 
ing to a report of the British admir- 
alty of March 26, this vessel, with her 
crew, was sent to the bottom. She 
therefore must be regarded as lost." 
London, April 7.—-The German sub- 
marine U-29 was general believed to 
have been command-ed 
by Captain 
Otto Weddigen, who had charge of the 
U-29 
when this submersible sunk tno 
cruisers Hogue, Obuldr and Cressy, 
last September. 
The captain of the 
British steamer 
Andalusian, among 
the vessels destroyed by the U-29, was 
taken on board the German subma- 
rln. The face of the captain was fa- 
miliar to Englishmen, and he asked 
the German if he was not W'eddigen. 
This the captain admitted. In refer- 
ring to his new command, U-29, he 
said it was the last word in German 
submarine construction. 
She displaced 800 tons and could 
make 18 knots on the surface and 10 
knots 
submerged. The 
middle of 
March she made a raid in the chan- 
nel and "was successful in sinking four 
British and one. French 
steamship 
and damaging other vessels.

WOMAN'S ESTATE CHARGE. 


Wichita Falls, Tex., Aprl 7.—Sensa- 
tional possibilities- in the 
trials of 
Judge 1C. A. Fry, Pete Fry, R. M. Todd 
and John Lisctike, which opened here 
today, attracted a large audience. The 
four were indicted in connection with 
the shooting of Deputy Sheriff Cher- 
ryliolmes at Graham, last February, 
when a party of armed, masked men 
attacked the courthouse there. Cher- 
ryholmes and another 
deputy were 
guarding records in the Indictment of 
Judge Fry, new state representative, 
for alleged embezzlement while on 
the county court bench. . Pete Fry, 
a brother, was afterward found in 
wounded condition in Judge 
Fry'3 
house, along with Todd, also wound- 
ed, and Llschke. 
The case went, to Wichita Falls on a 
charge of venus. Some of the ablest 
counsel 'in the state were employed 
by the defendants. Friends of Llsch- 
ke, who is an expert locksmith, said 
that he was hired to go to Graham and 
open a safe. They assert he was In- 
nocent of any complicity in the at- 
tack on. tie courthouse. 


Milwaukee, April 7.—Charges- made 
by Mrs. Alice Kane Sanderson Holden 
that the $260,000 estate of her grand- 
father, Alonzo L. Kane, dwindled to 
$57,000 under the trusteeship of the 
First Trust company, will be aired in 
county court when the hearing on her 
petition to compel the company to give 
an accounting opens today. 
The Trust company has filed a sep- 
arate suit in circuit court, requesting 
the court to construe the trust deed, 
to wind up the estate, and to release 
the company from its trusteeship. The 
company contends that the manage- 
ment of the estate has been fraught 
with difficulties, owing to the expenses 
of maintaining the various properties, 
the payment of annuities, and the re- 
latively small income from the estate. 
It contends that it was forced to pay- 
some of the annuities out of the prin- 
cipal and frequently had to advance 
money. Thie is offered In explanation 
of the present value of the estate. Mrs. 
Holden, her husband, and their four 
minor children are defendants In the 


Mrs. Holden in her petition to the 
court-alleges that she was kept In ig- 
norance of her legal rights In the es- 
tate before she was of age, and that 
the agreement reached by the lega- 
tees in Kane's will regarding distribu- 
tion of the estate, ie void. Judge Sher- 
idan is conducting the hearing.

Eighth Installment of French Review 


of War Treats of Depleted Condi- 


tion of Kaiser's Force*. 


London, March 2'7.—(Correspondence 
of The Associated Press)—The eighth 
installment of-the French review of 
the war previous chapters of which 
have been given by the Associated 
Press, takes up the German losses of 
officers, the wastage of guns and pro- 
jectiles- and "the moral wastage of 
the German army." 


Losses Of Officer*. 
The chapter on losses of officers be- 
gins with the statement that condi- 
tions of cadres, or basic organizations 
in the German army is bad. The pro- 
portion of officers and not ably of 
officers by profession, has been enor- 
mously reduced, it says, and reports 
made in December showed that in a 
total of 124 companies, active or re- 
serve, there were only 49 officers of 
the active army. The active regiments 
have at the present time, according to 
the review, an average of 12 profes- 
sional officers, the reserve regiments 
nine to ten, the reserve regiments of 
new formation 6 to 7, and it is to be 
remembered that these officers have 
to be drawn afresh for the creation of 
new units, -"if Germany creates new 
army corps and if the war lasts ten 
months." It continues: "She will re- 
duce almost to nothing the number of 
professional officers in each regiment 
a number which already is verv insuf- 
ficient." 
The French report points out that 
on the other hand all the French regi- 
ments have been constantly kept at a 
minimum figure of 18 professional of- 
ficers per regiment. At the same time 
it admits that commanders of German 
corps-, commanders of active battalions 
and officers attached to the command- 
er of army corps, are officers by pro- 
fession. 


Wastage of Materials. 
The French report then addresses 
itself to wastage of material. 
Dls- 
sussing the wastage of guns it says: 
It is easy to ascertain the German 
losses in artillery. On December 28 
the 66th regiment 
of 
artillery en- 
trained at Courtrai 
for 
Germany 
twenty-two guns, of which eighteen, 
were used 
up. 
This 
figure is ex- 
tremely high for a single regiment. 
The same facts have been ascertained 
as regards heavy artillery. 
On De- 
cember 21 and 22 seventy-seven guns 
of heavy artillery which were no lon- 
ger serviceable were sent to Cologne 
These movements, which are not iso- 
lated facts, show how ill the German 
artillery has resisted the ordeal of 
the campaign. 


"Other proofs moreover are decis- 
ive. For some weeks we have noted 
marking on the bands of a great num- 
ber of shells of tbe seventy-seven 
guns 
When these casings are com- 
pared with those of shells fired three 
months ago, it is plain beyond all 
question that the tubes 
are

away and many of them require to

The other reason 
Is that the questions are so framed 
that there can be but one answer to 
them. The voter in the town meet- 
Ing, be be conservative or progressive,' 
republican, democrat or socialist, will 
have but one way to vote, and that 
will be to favor the resolutions pro- 
posed. 


The general scheme Is to secure an.

fifteen hundred town meetings In the 
state, showing a unanimous support 
for the propositions set up by the 
progressives in senate and assembly.

A tablet in a building recently dedi- 


cated in Boston, carries the following 
inscription: 


"This building is erected in mem- 


ory of George Thorndike Angell, apos- 
tle of humanity to animals, by the 
Massachusetts Society for the Preven- 
tion of Cruelty to Animals, and the 
American Humane Education society, 
twin forces of his creation which are 
his imperishable monuments. 
1914." 


The April number of the societies' 


magazine. "Our Dumb Animals," is 
devoted to an illustrated description 
of this building, which is centrally 
located and thoroughly equipped for 
the care and treatment of dumb ani- 
mals. 


This human work, started so long 


ago by Mr. Angell, is being vigorously 
prosecuted by his friends, and its in- 
fluence is being felt throughout the 
country. An effort is now being- made 
to set aside the week ending May 23d. 
as the "Be Kind to Animal" week, and 
the churches all over the land are re- 
quested to dedicate Sunday, May 23, 
to humane work. 


This is a subject so free from theol- 


ogy and doctrine that all churches can 
afford to take it up, and if the week 
is generally observed it will result in 
great good. The animal kingdom is 
a helpless kingdom and offers but lit- 
tle in the way of defense. It is en- 
titled to more consideration and bet- 
ter protection than it receives. 


THE Y. M. C. A. 


The discussion on the Y. M. C. A., 


which has been going on of late, may 
be unfortunate, and yet if it results 
in a more intelligent grasp of the 
work, by a lot of people who hereto- 
fore have simply been critical spec- 
tators, it may result in good. 


The work of the 
Y. M. C. A. is 


largely a work of love and the time 
devoted to it is inspired by a spirit 
of philanthropy. The officers of the 
Jacesville association are men above 
reproach, so far as honesty and in- 
tegrity is concerned. 


The criticisms offered 
have con 


lained no word of suspicion against 
the character of these men, bu'_ seem 
to be aimed at the lack of good judg- 
ment in management.

How 
rapidly, th'is country is becoming a 
nation of sugarreaters is revealed by 
a reference to the tables of sugar 
consumption of the pa-st half century. 
Fifty years ago the people of the 
United' States ate IS pounds of sugar 
per capita. Five years later, in 1870, 
they were using.33 pounds per capita. 
In. 1880, the per capita consumption 
had, gone up to 40 pounds. Twenty- 
five years ago it had risen to 51 
pounds. In 1900, it had climbed still 
higher to 59 pounds. - By 1910 the 
mercury in the si^gar consumption 
thermometer reached 80. Today the 
per capita consumption is upwards of 
85 pounds.

Washington, D. C., April 6.—De- 
scribing the Belgian Congo, the Na- 
tional Geographic Society, in a state- 
ment issued today, says: 
"Although Belgium 
now controls 
less than 300 square miles of her ter- 
ritory at home, she is still possessed 
of a colony one-fourth as large as all 
Europe together. It is larger than the 
combined area of all the countries 
now at war, outside of Russia. That 
colony is the Belgian Congo, with 
nearly ay million square miles of ter- 
ritory 
, 


"This empire? is carved out of the 
heart of equatorial Africa, and in- 
cludes within its confines one of the- 
world's great rlverg, the Congo, from 
which the colony takes its name. The 
river ha sa course of about 3,000 miles, 
and, with its tributaries, offers a won- 
derful system of communication for 
opening up the rich hinterland. It'is 
estimated that there are 6,000 miles 
of navigable 
waters 
in the colony, 
Awhile the Congo river is navigable 
for ocean steamers for 100 miles' up- 
stream. 
Here follows a section of 
200 miles of rapids, above which the 
river is navigable or 1,200 miles.

"The fact that we pay a sum vari- 
ously estimated to be from $200,000,- 
000 to $300,000,000 annually to ves- 
sels under foreign flags to transport

fects our balance of trade, is urged 
as a sufficient reason why we should 
have a Merchant Marine of our own;
